yegg men who are suspected of hav­ 
ing planned a robbery at the state 
bank there. 
The alleged yeggs are 
believed to have come towards this 
city in an automobile and the local 
officers were notified. 
The night po­ 
licemen 
watched for the 
machine 
and the men but were unable to lo­ 
cate them. 
Police at Columbus and 
elsewhere were notified, but this a f­ 
ternoon no clew had been unearthed. 
W hile 
Dr. 
John 
If. 
Jones 
was 
making a 
professional 
call about 
2:30 o’clock this morning he passed 
an alley at the side of the state bank 
building and his attention w a s at­ 
tracted by two men standing close 
to 
the 
building. 
The 
moon 
was 
shining brightly and he was able to 
see them (dearly. 
The men apparently «lid not know 
of the presence 
of 
the physician 
and one 
of 
them remarked 
they 
would crack the safe in the bank a> 
soon a* ‘‘it gets 
a 
little darker.” 
The physician then made his p r e s ­ 
ence known and the men immediate­ 
ly ran through the alley towards the 
German Lutheran church. 
They are 
said to have climbed in a waiting 
automobile then 
ed out of 
the 
south. 


Dr. Jo n e s 
immediately 
gave the 
alarm and in a short time a posse of 
citizens 
was 
organized 
and 
the 
search started. 
The posse searched 
for miles around the town but were 
unable to get any (dew to the men. 
The police at several places were not­ 
ified. 
As the machine started to­ 
wards the south it was thought it 
might be driven to thi> city, but the 
local officers did not see a car here 
that would answer the description. 
If the car did carry the alleged yeggs 
it was probably driven on side road? 
and all cities and towns of any sizt 
avoided. 


The bank at Jonesville was recently 
organized and it is said that the last 
statement showed that the bank car­ 
ried about $34,000 in cash in its 
vault. 
The safe, however, is said to 
be almost burglar proof so that the 
yeggs would have had a hard time to 
crack it. 
There was considerable excitement 
at Jonesville and in the surrounding 
country as a result of the report and 
as late as noon today some of the 
searching party were still at work.
